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Correspondence. 


To the Christian Ministers of San 
Francisco and Vicinity. 


The committee appointed by the sev- 
eral denominational preachers’ meetings 
to consider and recommend a plan for 
carrying into execution the affirmative 
votes of said several meetings, taken on 
the question of creating a central union 
preachers’ meeting, for San Francisco 
and vicinity, herewith present the fol- 
lowing report. The form is that of pre- 
amble and resolutions, for the greater 
convenience of the body before which it 
is presumed to come: 

REPORT: AND RECOMMENDATIONS, 

‘‘ WHEREAS, we have now reached 
the season of the year which suggests 
aggressive work for Christ in the con- 
version of souls; and 

‘“‘ WHEREAS—as was the case earlier in 
the season in Chicago and vivinity—a 
one-hundred-days evangelistic campaign, 
beginning with the first Monday of the 
week of prayer, (January 8th) com- 
mends itself to our judgment and piety, 
as a movement fitting and feasible for 
San Francisco and vicinity to purpose 
and attempt to execute—a movement 
rendered doubly fitting by the proba- 
bility that near about the close of said 
period Messrs. Moody & Sankey may 
come to this coast to help the churches 
in reaching the unevangelized masses ; 
and 

‘W nEerREAs, such a movement, carried 
forward, as it will doubtless be for the 
most part, by the several churches, each 
in its own place of worship and holding 
its own separate meetings, will neces- 
sarily succeed much better in each indi- 
vidual church, provided all the other 
churches are engaged in carrying for- 
ward a like movement; and 

“WHEREAS, in order to secure this in- 
visible and spiritual co-operation among 
the churches, it is needful that the rep- 
resentatives of the churches—the minis- 
ters—be brought into heartier sympathy 
by often coming tugether, and counsel- 

ing and stimulating each other: there- 
fore, 

“ Resolved, That we, the Christian 
ministers of San Francisco and vicinity, 
hold one meeting a week with a view to 
mutual counsel and helpfulness in the 
work of converting souls to Christ. 

“ Resolved, That the name of this 
meeting shall be the ‘ Evangelical 
Union of San Francisco and Vicinity.’ 

“ Resolved, That the time of such 
meeting be Monday, at 10 a. M., and the 
place, Dr. Stone’s vestry, (provided said 
vestry can be obtained). 

“ Resolved, That the officers of said 
meeting shall be a President and Secre- 
tary, to be elected monthly, and that 
Dr, Stone be requested to preside at the 
first meeting. 

“ Resolved, That while we agree to 
meet weekly during the term above 
specified, and while on the Monday next 
succeeding the expiration of said period, 
viz., April 23d, 1877, the question shall, 
by unanimous consent,come up regarding 
the future of said meetings, nothing in 
these resolutions shall be held to contra- 
vene the hope that these meetings will 
be one of the permanent institutions of 
San Francisco and the adjacent region.

The several ministers’ meetings 
having adjourned over Christmas and 
New Years, and it being important that 
the first union or campaign meeting 
should be January 8th, or the begin- 
ning of the week of prayer, the com-

Moody and Sankey in Chicago. 


I am quite sure the readers of THE 
EvANGEt will be glad of some report 
of the great religious movement now 
in progress in this city, from an eye- 
witness and a participant in the work. 
It is yet too early to report results in 
detail—indeed, eternity alone can re- 
veal these; but there is enough to 
cheer and encourage the hearts of all 
who love our. Lord Jesus Christ, open 
to the views of every candid observer. 


THE CITY AS IT WAS RELIGIOUSLY. 


Simple candor compels the state- 
ment that this city has been in a bad 
way, religiously, for some years past. 
Sin and iniquity have triumphed here 
in the forms usually seen in large and 
wicked cities. Intemperance has pre- 
vailed fearfully; open infidelity has 
vaunted itself in high places and low ; 
the Sabbath has been desecrated by 
vast multitudes; the daily press, al- 
most without exception, has sneered at 
evangelical religion and gospel minis- 
ters and churches; and gospel laborers 
have found it hard work to hold their 
own against the combined forces of 
evil arrayed against them. Indeed, it 
seemed as if a sort of religious paral- 
ysis had fallen upon the city. In this 
state of affairs it was determined to 
invite Bros. Moody and Sankey to 
come here and labor three months, and 
to combine, as far as possible, the evan- 
gelical forces of the city in one great 
effort to lead men to Christ, and in 
this way break the reigning forces of 
sin among us. Accordingly 


GREAT PREPARATIONS 


Were made to inaugurate this work. 
A great Tabernacle was erected near 
the business center of the city, with an 
auditorium containing eight thousand 
five hundred chairs; also, numerous 
rooms with a capacity of from five 
hundred to one hundred each for 
prayer-meetings, inquiry rooms and 
the different kinds of Christian work. 
Near the Tabernacle is Farwell Hall, 
that will seat 2,500 or 3,000 people, 
besides its numerous rooms for the Y. 
M.C. A. In this Tabernacle and hall 
the principal public labor has been 
done. The temporal interests of the 
work were placed in charge of a strong 
Executive Committee of laymen, some 
of whom have given their whole time 
and attention to it; while a Devo- 
tional Committee of one minister from 
each denomination represented here 
especially co-operated with Mr. Moody 
in the Christian work. Before the 
meetings commenced, the entire city 
was canvassed, to announce in every 
home the meetings and to invite the 
people to them. This was done by 
the churches ; a district being assigned 
to each church, and circulars and cards 
of invitation placed in the hands of 
the, canvassers. For example, the la- 
dies of my church canvassed some 
twenty blocks or squares, visiting 
every family. The ministers, also, 
of different names, threw all their 
strength into the work of preparing 
the public mind, calling Christians to 
renewed prayer and consecration, and 
meeting themselves to seek a fresh 
anointing from on high. So, likewise, 
the’ daily press, (I record this with 
special gratitude) though in the midst 
of a heated political excitement, gave 
its powerful and united support to the 
movement. 


THE MEETINGS. 


With such a preparation, it is not 
strange that, when the great Taberna- 
cle was opened, the first Sabbath in 
October, it would not hold the people 
who flocked to it. It is estimated that 
at the second service there. were more 
people on the streets than there were 
in the Tabernacle and in Farwell Hall 
combined. The services have been 
held in the Tabernacle on the Sabbath. 


at 8 a. m., and 4 and 8 p, m., and each 


| day during the week, except Saturday, 
at 12 m. at Farwell Hall, at 8 p. m. in 
the Tabernacle. From the beginning, 
the Friday noon meeting has been de- 
voted to intemperance, and I have read 
in the “Tribune,” this morning, that 
it is estimated that five hundred men 
who have been intemperate have been 
converted. This looks like the Lord’s 
work, and it is marvelous in our eyes’ 
WHO HAVE BEEN REACHED. 


From the first, it has been apparent 
that these services were reaching large 
numbers of the non-church-goers. 
While the ministers and large numbers 
of church-members crowded to the Tab- 
ernacle, a still larger number were seen 
who are not accustomed to visit regu- 
larly the house of Ged. They come 
in part from the location of the Taber- 
nacle, and in part from the peculiar 
character of the services. In the dis- 
trict where all the earlier churches of 
the city were once located there is 
now but asingle one remaining, (the 
First Methodist) and yet a large tran- 
sient population remains there. But 
the peculiar character of the services 
at the Tabernacle has done more to at- 
tract these people. The singing has 
been a power. A” great chorus choir 
of some 600 Christian singers was or- 
ganized and drilled under an able 
leader. With such a choir to lead the 
great congregation in the sweet gospel 
songs, the effect is something to be ex- 
perienced but not described. One 
seems almost borne up, and at times 
transported on the wave of sound. 
Then the singing of Mr. Sankey has 
been a great attraction. His voice 
fills the great Tabernacle, and at times 
the silence of death seems to fall upon 
the vast assembly while he sings, “ The 
Ninety and Nine,” “Waiting and 
Watching,” “Jesus of Nazareth Pas- 
seth By” and “ What Shall the Har- 
vest Be?” Last week a converted ine- 
briate told his story in the Tabernacle. 
He had been a colonel in the army, 
and since the war he had studied law 
and entered upon its practice, but for 
sixteen years he had been the victim 
of strong drink. One night he strolled 
into the Tabernacle, he hardly knew 
why. He was soaked with liquor, and 
soon sank down in a stupor or doze. 
At length Mr. Sankey sang the last 
named hymn. This aroused him, and 
he began to listen. The third verse 
seemed written for him: 


‘* Sowing the seed of a lingering pain, 
Sowing the seed of a maddened brain, 
Sowing the seed of a tarnished name, 
Sowing the seed of eternal shame ! 

Oh, what shall the harvest be ?’’ 


These words followed him; they 
seemed to meet him everywhere; they 
rang in his ears; he repeated them 
over and over again, until at length he 
sought Christ and entered his service. 
. Mr. Moody’s preaching also has a 
wonderful charm. He talks in’ the 
language of the common people; he 
abounds with telling incidents and 
illustrations; sometimes he provokes 
the smiles and even laughter of the 
people, but much oftener causes their 
eyes to be filled with tears. He is 
honest, and, as the people say, “ dead 
in earnest.” His discourses are packed 
full of Bible truth, and largely in the 
words of the Bible. He makes the 
Bible very attractive, and it is wonder- 
ful what multitudes are studying it as 
if it were a new book. 


INQUIRY MEETINGS. 


For weeks before Bros. Moody and 
Sankey came, a large number of the 
members of the different churches met 
repeatedly for instruction to prepare 
them for work in the Inquiry Rooms. 
Here the great work is really done of 
leading sinners to Jesus. There are 
two principal Inquiry Rooms that will 
hold, say 500 each. Then there are 
numerous smaller rooms—one devoted 
to inebriates, one to boys, and so on. 
Mr. Moody says he sows the seed in 
the great congregation, and in these 
rooms the Christian workers, pastors 
and. others, harrow it in. Whoever 
gives two hours to one of these inquiry 
meetings, in personal work and prayer 
to lead sinners to Christ, will go home 
certainly weary, and joyful or sad, ac- 
cording to the success or failure of his 
work. Of course, the greatest variety 
of people are found in these meetings, 


Some are steeped in vice; some are 


full of skepticism and infidelity ; some 
are fearfully ignorant; but the greater 
number are really in earnest, and it is 
easy to lead them to a personal accept- 
ance of Christ as their Savior. 


GENERAL RESULTS. 


I have said above that it is too early 
to speak of results in detail. But 
there are some general results of 
which it is safe to speak. In the first 
place, the ministers of the city have 
been made acquainted with each other 
as they have never been before. This 
has been peculiarly grateful to me. 
Though I have been here nearly three 
years, my acquaintance with the pas 
tors of other denominations has been 
limited; but as the Baptist member 
of the Devotional Committee I have 
been brought into close relations to 
ministers of other names, and I have 
learned to love them and to esteem 
them highly for their works’ sake. 
The same in general is true of many 
members of the churches. They have 
come together as never before. There 
has also been a great increase of relig- 
ious interest in the churches ; a waking 
up and a putting on of strength for 
future works. In the Sunday-schools 
this interest is specially manifest, and 
great numbers of children have doubt- 
less been converted. There has been 
a great quickening of religious thought 
in the city. Almost all classes of peo- 
ple are thinking upon the subject of 
religion as they have not done for a 
long time before. They are also talk- 
ing upon it everywhere. These are 
most important points gained for work 
in the early future. 


THE Woman's BoARD OF THE 
PACIFIC. 


CONDUOTED BY SARAH EDWARDS HENSHAW. 


While it is meet and right that 
we should watch and chronicle the 
work of the three missionaries adopted 
by our Board, it is no¢ best to confine 
our vision to these three alone. ‘ Look 
not every mar on his own things, but 
every man also on the things of others,” 
is an exhortation to a liberality of spirit 


which is the opposite of narrowness, and | 


which our missionaries themselves gladly 
obey, as all must have noticed who have 
observed the loving, appreciative way in 
which they refer to the labors of other 
missionaries. 

In accordance with this idea, we give 
this week an account of a beautiful and 
most successtul work which is now being 
prosecuted by women for women in 
South Africa. Itis a missionary service 


‘begun and carried on by the pupils of 


Mt. Holyoke Seminary—an enterprise 
exclusively theirown. Who would ex- 
pect to find such large and pleasant 
towns and such schools in South Africa ! 
The account below was written by one 
of the graduates of Mt. Holyoke Semin. 
ary, to whom we must all feel indebted 
for its perusal. 


The African Mt. Holyoke Seminary, 


In 1873, Rev. Andrew Murray, a 
Scotch clergyman of South Africa, after 
reading the ‘‘Life of Mary Lyon,” was de- 
sirious of advancing female education 
there, and accordingly raised $8,000 for 
the purpose. He at once sent to South Had- 
ley, Mass., for teachers, inclosing the 
passage money. Miss Abbie Fergueson 
of New Haven, Ct., and Miss Annie Bliss, 
of South Hadley, responded, and reached 
Cape Town Nov., 1873. Wellington, 
the terminus of the railroad, 40 miles 
from Cape Town, a pretty town among 
the mountains, is the location of the Sem- 
inary. The first term opened with fifty 
pupils. The week in Nov., 1874, in 
which occurred the first anniversary of 
the arrival at Wellington of the asso- 
ciated Principals of the Seminary, was 
made memorable by the laying of the 
corner-stone of their new building, with 
prayer, singing of hymns, and addresses 
in Dutch and in English to the crowd 
of spectators and friends who stood or 
sat beneath the shade of great oak trees. 
From the shadow of the trees they ad- 
journed to the “ Bazaar,” which the 
friends of the institution had gotten up 
for its benefit, where the sale of fancy 
articles netted them £220, or eleven 


| hundred dollars above expenses. A few 
days later their hearts were made glad 
by the arrival of Miss Minnie Bailey of 
Boston, Miss Annie Wells of South Had- 
ley, and Miss Juliette Gilson, all grad- 
uates of Mt Holyoke. Miss Gilson at 
once commenced aschool at Stellenbosch, 
an important town on the railroad be. 
tween Wellington and Cape Town ; the 
others are stationed at Wellington. 

In 1875 other teachers were called 
for and sent ont from Mt Holyoke Semin- 
ary until inall ten have gone from that in- 
stitution. Four other schools have been 
established beside the one at Welling- 
ton. The schools are provided for and 
sustained by the people; they give sal- 
aries on which one can live comfortably, 
and in many respects the situation is 
very pleasant if one bas a heart fortrue 
Christian work. 

From the journal of the Huguenot 
Seminary for the year 1875 we culla 
few items. As most of the young la- 
dies are Dutch, a good Dutch teacher was 
necessary to reside in the family, and 
Miss Spyker of Holland has been added 
to the band of teachers. 

Our special holidays for the month of 
May will seem strange to American ears: 
Ascension day, Whit, Monday, and the 
Queen’s birthday. Before Whit, Mon- 
day the religious interest was so deep in 
the school that Miss Fergueson asked 
the young ladies if they would like to 
set aside this holiday as a day of prayer. 
A rising vote was taken, and nearly all 
stood. 

Three showed afterward how heartily 
they entered into the spirit of the day, 
A few went to their friends, but to most 
it was a glad day of Chfistian commun- 
ion. There was one meeting in the 
morning which those who attended will 
never forget. Those who felt they had 
been especially blest during the term, 
and who would like to tell one another 
about it, were invited to meet together. 
It was wonderful and delightful to hear 
the glad testimonial that were brought 
in, 

Some felt that their Savior was nearer 
than ever before ; some had learned to 
take all the little things to God; one 
felt that she could not pray, only praise ; 
one had given herself entirely into God’s 
hands, and though she had no special 
feeling in reference to it, she knew she 
was accepted because she had God’s 
word for it. Our hearts were knit very 
closely together that day, and we felt 
the stronger to go out and meet the 
every-day duties, because we had been 
in heavenly places. In the afternoon 
the pupils invited in their young lady 
friends from the village, and we had a 
general prayer-meeting. 

July 27th the new seminary building 
was formally opened. It is spacious, 
airy and conveniently arranged for fifty 
pupils. The arrangements for drawers 
and closets have been the wonder and 
admiration of all; closets being an al. 
most unknown thing here. The practi- 
cability of our domestic arrangements 
was tested by a large number of guests 
to dinner, but we think none of them 
went hungry. 


In the afternoon there were services 
in the church, several addresses in 
Duteh and one in English to the teach. 
ers. At the close of church services, 
all repaired to the new building, where 
the key was presented to Miss Fergue- 
son with appropriate remarks by Dr. 
Robertson, of Cape Town. Then came 
the coffee drinking, without which no 
African gathering is complete; then, as 
everybody wanted to see the building, 
there was a sorry crush foratime. The 
higher department will occupy the new 
building ; the preparatory, the old. 

Our Sunday-school numbers 140. In 
August we had a Sunday-school feast 
for them. After an address and singing 


seminary hall, where their feast was 
spread. It was pleasant to see their 
black eyes sparkle as they enjoyed the 
good things. After they had eaten all 
they could and had enjoyed their coffee, 


Some of the children were 
frightened when the room was darkened, 


in the school-room, they came into the | 


we had some magic lantern pictures | 


and began to cry, saying, “ Now they 
are going to beat us.” Poor things! 
the beating enters into a large share of 


their lives. They were soon reassured, 


and enjoyed the pictures as you can im- 
agine children would on seeing them for 
the first time. 

Mr. Murray made the closing address. 


It was wonderful how he swayed the 


children, they giving just the answers 
that they thought from the tone of his 
voice he wanted. But after playing 
with them for a little, he gave them so 
clearly and simply the story of Jesus’ 
love that every little heart seeemed 
touched and moved. 

One of. the pleasant features of our 
work has been the cottage meetings 
which the young ladies hold in the 
homes of the colored people. They have 
been more fully attended than last year. 
The women are more ready to take part 
themselves, and we hope there has been 
a good number of conversions. 

In October, a terrible fire desolated 
Wellington, destroying thirty-six houses, 
most of them having thatched roofs. 
The seminary, having ‘an iron roof, was 
spared. 

Mr. Murray_has long desired to st&rt 


a school where boys could be fitted to - 


be teachers, evangelists and Christian 
workers, without going through a regu- 
lar theological training. Such a school 
was started*in October, 1875. 

It is New Year’s day, 1875. We 
have come together, the teachers from 
W orcester, Stellenbosch and Wellington, 
at our Holyoke cottage, at Kalk bay, 
to spend our summer holidays, escaping 
for a little time the summer heat. We 
have much to ask and tell one another 
about the school work, and it is good to 
ask our heavenly Father that all the 
year may be fashioned and moulded by 
his hand, aud that we may be strength- 
ened with all might, according to his 
glorious power.

Sometimes it seeks 
to evoke subscribers by promising, as a 
special feature, a series of articles from 
Prof. B. or Dr. C. Sometimes it goes 
into a general fancy goods business, 4nd 
promises to every new subscriber a gift

This is all very well. There is no 
harm in appealing to the charity of the 
charitable; none in announcing the 
publisher’s “‘ great expectations’; none 
in making great promises, if they are 
only reasonably fulfilled ; none, certain- 
ly, in letting the subscriber know what 
he may expect in the coming year; and 
none even in going into the dry goeds, 
the grocery or the fancy goods business. 
But neither of these conrses will make 
a successful paper. That paper which 
deserves to succeed, will succeed; and 
that paper deserves to succeed which is: 

l. He.trrv..—lIt will give every week 
something which will help its readers to 
be more true, more patient, more cour- 
ageous, more gentle, more faithful—in 
a word, nobler Christian men and wo- 
men. It will help parents to be forbear- 
ing, children to be obedient, servants to 
be hearty, employers to be considerate, 
neighbors to be friendly, and friends to 
be faithful. It will help every heart to 
bear its own burden, and a neighbor’s 
burden too, and to grow more near to 
God by a daily life more worthy of a 
true Christian manhood.

Its motto will 
be, * Day by day our daily bread,” It 
will not ransack the middle ages for 
topics. On the eve of a political elec- 
tion it will present the duties of citizen- 
ship; in a time of religious revival it 
will present methods of Christian work. 
The text of the minister is to be found 
in the Word of God; the text of the 
editor, in the Providence of God. He 
will study that book as God turns its 
leaves over for him from day to day. 

IV. Compacr.—It will put great 
traths in little compass. It will take 
introductions for granted, and remorse- 
lessly cut off perorations. It will allow 
no space for rhetorical eloquence. It 
will allow no superfluous words. In 
time its contributors will catch the spir- 
it of its editors,and every page will 
march compact as an army to battle. 
It will throw out no skirmish line and 
will allow no stragglers. 

V. Many-stipep.— It will seek the 
best thoughts of the best thinkers on 
every topic of capital importance. Its 
Round-Table will be a famous gather- 
ing-place of free knights. Every con- 
tributor will be at liberty to speak his 
own mind. The paper will not be a 
personal organ, a whispering gallery to 
magnify one small voice into a sound of 
thunder. ' It will have much weight be- 
cause in it will speak many weighty 
men. 

VI. Above all, it will be catholic, 
courteous, Christian. Putting away all 
uncharitableness, it will speak the truth 
in love. It will make mistakes some- 


times—for there is only one infallible 
man, and he lives in Rome, and is not 


an editor. But its readers will learn to 
trust it, and to believe that if it is some- 
times mistaken, it never deliberately 
misreports, and never consciously con- 
ceals the truth. It will be zealously 
abused by some of its cotemporaries 
who are jealous of its success, and by 
others who cannot comprehend its cath- 
olic spirit and its faith in the power and 
the value of absolute truth. But its 
readers will learn in every issue to cher- 
ish it more and more, and it will receive 
even in the misrepresentation of its foes 
the benediction of the Master : “‘ Blessed 
are ye when men shall revile you and 
persecute you and say all manner of 
evil against you, for my sake.” 


Christianity in Africa. 

It is now nearly 400 years since the 
first attempt was made to introduce 
Christianity into the western portion of 
Africa. The summary of Cbristian 
missions on thatce oast may be given in 
a few words. The Roman Catholics 
came first. . In 1481, the King of Por- 
tugal sent ten ships, with 500 soldiers, 
100 laborers, and a proper complement 
of priests, as missionaries to Elmina. 
The Romish missions thus founded lin- 
gered on for a period of 241 years, till 
at last, in 1723, that of the Capuchins, 
at Sierre Leone, was given up, and they 
disappeared altogether from West Afri- 
ca. They had mace no impression, ex- 
cept upon their immediate dependents, 
and what impression they made on them 
was soon totally obliterated. Protestant 
missionary attempts were commenced 
by the Moravians in 1736, one hundred 
and forty years ago, and continued till 
1770. Five attempts cost eleven lives, 
without visible results. The Wesleyans 
followed next. In the minutes of the 
Conference of 1792, we first find Africa 
on the list of the Wesleyan missionary 
stations, Sierra Leone being the part oc- 
cupied. In the minutes for 1796 we 
find the names of A. Murdoch and W. 
P. Patton set down as missionaries to 
the Foulah country, in Africa, to which 
service they were solemnly set apart by 
Conference. The Church Missionary 
Society sent out its first missionaries in 
1804. They established, and attempted 
to maintain, ten stations among the ab- 
origines, but they could make no pro- 
gress owing to the hostility of the na- 
tives, who preferred the slave-traders to 
them. The missionaries were forced to 
take refuge in Sierra Leone, the only 
place where, at that time, they could 
labor with safety and hope. The Basle 
Missionary Society—one of the most 
successful on the coast—had their at- 
tention directed to Western Africa as 
early as 1826. But it was not until. 
1828 that their first company of mis- 
sionaries reached Christianberg, near 
Akra, the place which the Moravians 
had attempted to occupy, more than 
thirty years previously. The United 
Presbyterian Synod of Scotland com- 
menced a mission on the old Calabar 
river, in the Gulf of Benin, in April, 
1865. Five denominations of American 
Christians— Baptists, Methodist, Epis- 
copalians, Presbyterians, Lutherans — 
are represented on the coast: in Liberia, 
at Lagos, the Island of Coresco, and 
Gaboon. The first American mission 
was established on the coast in 1822. 

Now, what has been the outcome of 
these missionary operations? The re- 
sults thus far achieved are in many re- 
spects highly interesting and important. 
At the European settlements established 
at various points along the coast, from 
Senegal to Loando, and at the purely 
native stations, occupied by the Niger 
(native) missionaries, some thousands of 
natives, having been brought under the 
immediate influence of Christian teach- 
ing, have professed Christianity, and at 
the European settlements have adopted 
European dress and habits. Numerous 
churches have been organized, and are 
under a native ministry, and thousands 
of children are gathered into schools 
under Christian teachers, — | Fraser’s 
Magazine.

Breathing Through the Nose.

3. By breathing through the nose, 
little, if any, air passes into the lungs 
until it has come in contact with the 
membranes of the nose, which are sup- 
posed to possess some power of neutral- 
izing malarious and contagious poisons. 

4, Also, the air is warmed by contact 
with the membranes before it reaches 
the lungs, and so inflammations and 
congestions of those organs are avoided.

Robinson, D.D., is going to write a 
story as well as edit a newspaper. What 
a mania for editing has got into minis- 
ters ! 

Irems.—Professor William Everett, 
son of the great orator, resigned his po- 
sition in Harvard College because he 
did not like to teach the new methods 
and pronunciation of Latin.——Profess- 
or Taylor, says the “ Independent,”’ has 
been suffering for some months from 
sciatica and neuralgia, ands much worn 
with pain and sleeplessness. He is un- 
able to write; but it is hoped that the 
remedies employed will restore his phys- 
ical strength. His mental strength is 
as vigorous asever. He has not been 
able to attend to his college duties since 
iast June. For some years he has been 
entirely deaf. He is seventy-four years 
of age. 

Dr. AT Mycen.z.—Dr. 
Schliemann, the modern discoverer and 
excavator of ancient Troy, being inter- 
rupted in his labors at that place, has 
made still more important discoveries in 
Greece. After accompanying Dom Pe- 
dro to the Troad, he returned to Argo- 
lis, in order to coytinue the work of ex- 
huming the ruins of the ancient citadel 
of Mycenz, which was destroyed-nearly 
five centuries before the Christian Era. 
In a letter to the King of Greece, writ- 
ten at Mycenz on the 28th of Novem- 
ber, he announces that he has discovered 
the monuments described by Pausanias 
as the traditional tombs of Agamemnon, 
Cassandra, Eurymedon and their com- 
panions, who were slain at a banquet by 
Clytemnestra and A¢gistheus. The 
tombs, he says, are surrounded by a 
double parallel circle, with tablets evi- 
dently erected in honor of the dead. 
Within them he found an immense quan- 
tity of archzeological treasures, including 
a number of articles of pure gold—an- 
other testimony for Homer, who speaks 
of the “‘gold abounding Mycenez.” Dr, 
Schliemann’s letter, which is very brief, 
concludes thus : “ The treasure alone is 
sufficient to fill a large museum, and the 
most splendid inthe world. In succeed- 
ing ages I am sure it will attract to 
Greece thousands of strangers from 
abroad. As I am laboring simply for 
the love of science, I waive all claim to 
the treasure, and offer it, with intense en- 
thusiasm, entirely to Greece.” 


EDUCATIONAL, 


NorEs.—One ot the objections to wo- 
men as teachers has been this: It is 
said that they get married, and for this 
and other reasons do not stay in the 
profession so long as do men. But Col. 
Higginson says that the statistics relat- 
ing to the matter in Newport, h. L, are, 
35 women averaging 4.23 years each, 
and six men averaging 8.06 years. 
Still. the editor of the “‘ New England 
Journal of Education” says he shares 
with Pres. Elliott the regret that the 
great mass of American children are 
never taught by a man. The ** New 
England Journal of Education” has been 
a success. It will be continued, with 
increased attractions. An edition of it, 
nearly the same as respects contents, 
will be named the “ National Journal 
of Education.” An edition,of “Plu- 
tarch’s Lives”? for $4.00 is now pub- 
lished—a standard book in a greatly 
superior shape to the old editions, pub- 
lished by Little & Brown, Boston, A’ 
good present to a teacher.——The ex- 
penses at Mt. Holyoke are $200 a year. 
——It is argued that the state hasa 
great interest in supporting a thorough 
and complete system of public educa- 
tion, therefore it ought to have control 
of the whole system. Is there no way 
for the state to foster and favor the 
highest education, without running the 
whole system by politicians or by in- 
competents ? It has been said that 
the metric system would save a year’s 
school life of our children. By all 
means, introduce it. The University 
of Vermont is being investigated by 
those politicians who claim to represent 
the farmers of that state, on similar 
grounds to those on which our Own Uni- 
versity was arraigned. Confacius’ 
mother called him Kien, (little hillock) 
because he had a small elevation on the 
top of his head which was unusual. 

_ A Conresr 1x Lonpon.—The morn- 
ing dispatches from Europe announce, 


in single line, that the Unsectarian” 


School Board had been elected in the 


city of London.§,The brief dispatch 
gives us the result of one of the sharp- 
est contests which has ever been waged 
in the great capital of the British Em- 
pire. No election has been held this 
side of the water which enlisted deeper 
feeling or incited to more strenuous ex- 
ertion than this local eleetion in London. 
When we read that the “ offertory” in 
one of the Anglican churches was de- 
voted to defraying the expenses of cer- 
tain candidates, we may be sure that 
the controversy was hotly waged, and 
that the feelings drawn out were deeply 
tinged with the bitterness which always 
follows the mingling of sectarian am- 
bition with political strife. 

The question before the electors of 
London, as stated in one of the latest of 
the English journals, was simply this: 
*‘ Shall the education given by the Lon- 
don School Board be sectarian or unsec- 
tarian ?”’ Or, as stated in another form, 
‘Shall Ritualism and Roman Catholi- 
cism be taught at the expense of the 
Protestant rate-payer?” The London 
School Board has been a very efficient 
one, and has commanded the confidence 
of all except extreme partisans. Some 


“the Bible shouid be read, entirely un- 
mixed with any sectarian comment ”— 
a@ principle which, on this side of the 
ocean, would be regarded by all Pro- 
testants as a sound and safe one. But 
in the city of London there are between 
four and five hundred schools connected 
with the Anglican church in which the 
church catechism is taught, and in 
some of which the follies of Ritualism 


are diligently inculeated by the teach- 


ers. The aim of the church clergy is 
to secure a support for these schools out 
of the public funds, just as the Roman 
Catholic dignitaries in America are 
clamoring for a division of the school 


funds of the different states. 


The Palm and the Cedar. 


The distinguishing features of the 
palm tree can easily be given in a short 
description. It is found where moisture 
is present. It flourishes most in propor- 
tion to the cultivation bestowed upon it. 
Its great characteristic is a sturdy, per- 
sistent, upward growth. It always rises 
higher and higher. It grows as long as 
it lives. And there is a singular elas- 
‘ticity in its fibre. Though heavy weights 
may be hung on it to draw it down to 
earth, it bas an extraordinary power of 
asserting its heavenward tendency. And 
then its form is singularly beautiful and 
noble—its tall stem gracefully and con- 
tinuously rising without branches, and 
its canopy of feathery leaves at the 
summit, spreading in the blue sky above ' 
the orchards below. To this must be 
added that the palm is an eminently 
useful tree. It bears fruit abundantly; 
and its fruit is highly important to man. 
Nor is its value confined to its fruitful- 
ness. There isan Arab proverb which 
says that there are as many uses of the 
palm.tree as there are days in the year. 


The distinctive peculiarities of the 
cedar may, in the same popular, unsci- 
entific way, be given in a few words, 
This is a tree of the mountains, as the 
palm is a tree of the plains, The cedar 
grows rapidly and lives long. Natural- 
ists have made startliug calculations re- 
garding the ages of some of the grand- 
est specimens that remain. The cedar 
is singularly hardy and tenacious of 
life; and the determined growth of its 
gnarled and knotted trunks may most 
fitly be taken as the emblem of strength. 
Though the cedar is a lofty tree, it is still 
more distinctly marked by the wide- 
spreading breadth of its shade. This 
characteristic seems to be well caught 
in the prayer-book version of the pas- 
sage before us, which is worded thus: 
“The righteous shall flourish as a palm 
tree, and shall spread abroad like a ce- 
dar in Libanus.’”? Few scenes in nature 
are grander than the old cedar grove on 
Mount Lebanon, especiallw when the 
dusky outspreading branches and foliage 
are covered with masses of snow, and 
stand in wintry harmony with the rug- 
ged forms of the mountains around. 
The cedar is worthy to be called “the 
monarch of the forest.’ It has been 
very truly said by a scientific observer 
of nature, that what the lion is in the 
animal world, that the cedar is among 
the trees. 

Take now, some of the features of 
these two famous trees of the Bible, as 
thus roughly described, and add them 
together, and put into them their moral 
and religious meanings; and the great 
emphasis and richness of the blessings 
of the righteous will be perceived. Up- 
ward growth, so as to be near as possi- 
ble to heaven and as far as possible from 
earth; perpetual freshness, perpetual 
fruitfulness, elasticity of hope and heart, 
tenacity of purpose in the habit of the 
life, strong endurance, wide-spreading 
shelter and influence, steady resistance 


to storm and change—where could we 


time ago it adopted the principle that | 


find a larger aggregate of religious 
blessing for the servants of God? He 
has put all these qualities into the cedar 
and the palm; and using these trees as 
the vehicle of his promise, he assures 
the possession of these qualities to the 
righteous. We need not suppose that 
all these thoughts were precisely in the 
mind of the Psalmist; but we are 
bound to do justice to the image which 
God employs ; and we are far more in 
danger of putting too little into the Bi- 
ble than too much.—{ Dean Howson. 


Sympathy. 

One of the sweetest graces that result 
from Christian living is sympathy. It 
is always present as a prime element in 
true discipleship; for how can we be 
followers of him who entered sympa- 
thetically into the sufferings and woes of 
all mankind, and not have in our souls 
the emotion which characterized the 
Master? The Christ-like men and wo- 
men in the church sympathize with man 
asman. They feel the brotherly bond 
which binds them to all that have the 
heavenly likeness. The Christian’s 
heart is always open, like the gates of 
the old Cities of Refuge, and whoever 
is flying from trouble and cruelty—yea, 
and from guilt too—can run into them 
and find welcome. 

Now, friends, the way to be sensible 
of another man’s trouble is to feel it 
ourselves. We must take his grief in- 
to our hearts, or our eyes will never 
overflow. We must not only take the 
beggar into our house, we must take 
him into our heart. We must entertain 
him with our affection, in order to feed 
the hunger of his soul. We must be- 
come beggars ourselves in order to sym- 
pathize with the beggar that stands at 
our door. We must lose our property, 
we must lose our character, we must 
lose the love of wife and child, the 
friendship of our friends—yea, and our 
own self-respect—before we can sympa- 
thize with the poor sot in the gutter, or 
the notorious drunkard of the village. 
When we fall among thieves ourselves, 
and lie wounded and deserted by the 
wayside, and have seen the priest and 
the Levite pass by on the other side, and 
the iron of cruel desertion on the part 
of those who should help us has entered 
our soul; when we have agonized in 
Gethsemane, and have cried out in ag- 
ony to God, “If it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me”—then are we pre- 
pared to ‘‘ watch” with people in their 
agony, and not to sleep; then are we 
ready to help them bear their cross as 
they climb their Calvary; then are we 
ready to pour oil and wine into their 
wounds; then, and not until then, are 
we ripened for sympathy. 

A sympathetic man does not give 
bread nor clothes nor money alone. He 
gives himself. He gives himself in his 
gifts, and it is because he is in his gift 
that the gift becomes sacred. There is 
no gift of friendship that has not the 
friend within it. Hence Christ, when

The Massachusetts Total Abstinence So- 
ciety offers prizes to the schools for the 
best compositions on the subject, ‘‘ The 
Evil of Intemperance and the Remedy.” 
This may be all very well. But good 
morals should be inculcated assiduously 
in all schools, and all sorts of vices 
should be explored, so far as it may be 
necessary, to warn the young against 
them. The laws of moral health should 
be as carefully taught as are those of 
physical health. The requirements of 
religion would be very helpful, also, 
toward the best results in learning and 


in behavior. 


In a recent lecture, at Auburn N. Y., 
the Rev. Dr. Willitts said: “ Art, in 
sculpture and painting, has for long ages 
endeavored to portray the inestimable 


-value of a true and noble woman, but 


there never was a more faithful and viv. 
id picture of her worth and excellence 
than in certain passages from the im- 
perishable word of the Lord. There 
was to some extent abroad in the land 
an idea that work was dishonorable, that 
it was too common a pursuit; but there 


- were too many of the affairs of life that 


were common, from eating all the way 
through the affairs of our busy life. If 
our sisters would be fair and happy, 
neither sad nor sallow, they must fit 
themselves for these blessings of life by 
industry. If he were tempted to sing a 
song to the pale-faced ladies whom he 
sometimes met, but did not see here, he 
would sing “Buy a broom.”—(Laugh- 
ter.) The model wife who used such 
implements of household would necess- 
arily have a husband of cheerfulness and 
industry, for her impressions would not 
fail to leave their mark on him ; and so 
we can tell by the external appearance 
of the husband very much as to how far 
the wife excels. The happiness of do- 
mestic life is made up of little things 
Many a man has been driven from his 
home by the disorder prevalent therein, 
as also many men have been kept at 
home by its beauty and domestic attrac- 
tions, also provided by the model wife. 
* * -He had not prepared this lecture 
to find fault with the defects of patient, 
toiling woman, but rather to praise and 
extol the care, sagacity and faithfulness 
of the women who mysteriously and so. 
almost miraculously wrought out the 
severe duties of the home that is indeed 
a home. The great quality required for 
these achievements was in short, and in 
plain words, ‘ Gumption.” 


From the report of a discourse by 
the Rev. H. Blanchard, of Worcester, 
Mass., we clip two or three paragraphs, 
which contain good thoughts. “ The 


Greeks represented Art; the Romans 


stood for Law and Order ; the Jews ex- 
emplified Religion; and because Religion 
is higher than Art, and without Retig- 
ion there can be no Law, so the Jews 
were the greatest nationality the world 
had ever known.” ‘Confucius was in- 
deed a great man, but he thought much 
of policy, and the Chinese are to-day 
what they are very largely because of 
Confucius. Zoroaster was a great teach- 
er, but all that are left of his once pow- 
erful sect are a few sunworshipping Par- 
sees in Asia. Socrates was great, but 
his writings are only for the few. Plato 
was indeed great, but he thought the 
soiled hand of labor an offense, that the 
ignorant should be subject to the wise, 
that heresies should be severely punished. 
We realize little, how, in contrast with 


-all other men, Christ towers above them. 


Demosthenes and Cicero, Napoleon and 
Alexander, are insignificant beside him. 
It’s a shame how little Christ’s life is 


read and appreciated.” “ Christ cruci- 


fied his lower nature, that he might live 
to his higher nature. Life and death in 
the New Testament do not mean physi- 
eal life and death, but spiritual. There 
is such a thing as eternal death, that is, 
alienation from God. The martyr who 
dies for a principle, the soldier who for 
fatherland lays down his life on the field 
of battle, the parents who are willing to 
perish for their children’s good, all illus- 
trate thisidea. People talk about being 
selfish ; no man can be thoroughly sel- 
fish and exist ; those most truly live who 
live fur others. Christ was the noblest 
exemplar of disinterested, suffering, 
patient love for his fellow-men that his- 
tory ever saw.” “As to Christianity, it 
is a system for the world, adapted to 
every want, consoling to every heart 
It is destined in the next hundred years 
to accomplish wonders for mankind. 
For centuries it has had the base pas- 
sions of men to contend with ; its work is 
only just begun.”

Week-Day Lecture. 


BY THE REV..A. STONE, D.D. 


Wednesday Evening, Dec. 20th, 1876. 


Contrary to my usual habit in this 
meeting, I desire to address myself to- 
night more especially to those of you 
who have not yet come to Christ as a 
Savior. And I wish to impress you 
with a sense of your individual, distinct- 
ive, personal responsibility in the mat- 
ter of securing your salvation. You 
must act for yourself. There is no other 
being in the universe, angelic, human or 
divine, that can act for you. 

“If thou be wise, thou shalt be wise 
for thyself; but if thou scornest, thou 
alone shalt bear it.” 

In conversing with some of you the 
other day, I found the idea here and 
there entertained that Your relations to 
God, judgment and eternity were ad- 
justed for you without your taking spe- 
cial thought or care or action in the 
premises. You felt that you were living 
under an economy of grace; that Christ 
had expiated in his death the sin of all 
mankind ; that a full and free pardon 
was provided to every transgressor ; 
that God’s mercy now reached, without 
restriction, to all the guilty; and that 
so all was well with you, under these 
large, general provisions. 

Well, there are general effects, from 
the work of Christ, that reach to all 
men, without their willing or doing. 
The sentence of justice is lifted and 
held in suspense above them; a new 
probation is granted, to see if they will 
accept the new conditions of celestial 
life; and a pardon is offered to all who 
will comply with these conditions. 

But nothing of all this settles the 
question of salvation. It is a provision 
for salvation, not the fact of salvation. 

The practical question has yet to be 
adjusted with each individual soul. 

You are probably familiar already 
with the thought that general advanta- 
ges and facilities have to be specially 
appreciated to be available to those 
within reach of them. A company of 
immigrants enter a rich and fertile re- 
gion, under a mild and genial sky and 
the round of productive seasons. Under 
all these natural promises, will there be 


| any harvest there for the idler? He 


must come individually into connection 
with the fertile soil and the sunny sky, 
it he is to garner sheaves. There is an 
unfailing remedy discovered for an epi- 
demic disease. Whoever submits to the 
treatment is safe. Does that insure the 
life of one who will not take the remedy ? | 
We innoculate cur children to insure 
them against the power of disfiguring 
and dangerous maladies. But that will 
not preserve the flesh and life of one 
upon whom this process is not adminis- 
tered. All such general provisions must 
be individually appropriated, or they 
fail, of course, to produce their benefi- 
cent effect. 

And this law of individuality asserts 
itself through all the domain of experi- 
ence and character. Under a season of 
drouth and famine, there is great and 
general suffering; and this means that 
individuals, house by house, and mar 
by man, feel the pressure. Under a 
fruitful and bountiful season the whole 
population is favored and enriched ; that 
is, the constituent elements of the popu- 
lation receive these benefits. 

In the matter of character we some- 
times speak of masses of men in general 
terms. We speak of a “brave regi- 
ment” ; but we mean that the individ- 
ual members of it are fearless and stout- 
hearted. We speak of an “ intelligent 
community”; but the community as 
such doesn’t go to school, or read books, 


or master science. The intelligent com- 


‘munity is made up of intelligent indi- 


viduals, But I need not illustrate fur- 
ther in this direction. 

Now the disease of sin is universal 
with the race. But the race, as a noun 
of multitude, doesn’t sin. It is the in- 
dividual heart that departs from God ; 
the individual will that sets itself up 
against the divine. Each of us comes 
in guilty under that general indictment, 
and the general condemnation rests upon 
each individual head. 

The call of the Gospel to mankind 
has no meaning except as it interprets 
itself to each wanderer from God and 
duty. Repent, believe, love and serve 
Christ, bring forth fruits meet for repent- 
ance. These demands have no meaning 
except as they apply to you and to me, 
to each of us in his own personal and 
distinctive identity. Each of us must 
have on the “wedding garment,” or we 
cannot be guests at the marriage sup- 
per. Every door must be sprinkled with 
the blood of the paschal lamb, or the 
destroying angel will not “pass over” 
the house. 

Let this necessity of individual and 
personal action in the matter of your 
salvation settle down into your hearts to- 
night. Itrests with you. No other being 
can act foryou. You must repent; vou 
must believe; you must accept Christ ; 
or the chains of condemnation still hang 
upon you. 5 

There is a fountain open for sin and 
uncleanness ; but you must come to it 
for yourself and wash and be clean. 
There is a great Physician for sin-sick 
souls; but you must come to him to be 
heaied, or your disease ismortal, There’s 
a bureau of free pardons for all the pen- 
itent ; but you must come penitent and 
broken-hearted and apply in your own 
name, or the amnesty will not include 
you. 

Let these convictions constrain you to 
act now. Come to-night to the waiting 
Savior and enter into a covenant of 
trust and love with him, and your name 
is written in the book of life.

And 
Dr. C. B. Boynton resigns at Cincinnati, 
O., having reached 70 years.——The 
American Missionary Association pro- 
poses to have its monthly journal put 
into a newspaper form, and then to 
have it printed at Hampton, Va., by 
the colored students in the Hampton In- 
stitute. This will give excellent educa- 
tional employment to a number of stu- 
dents, and save fifteen hundred dollars 


year. 
Tue FRieNps.—The total number of 


Friends in all parts of the world probab- 
ly does not greatly exceed 60,000. 
America has 42,712, belonging to the 
following yearly meeting: New Eng- 
land, 4,499 ; New York, 3,306; Canada, 
1,624; Philadelphia, 3,500; Baltimore, 
650 ; North Carolina, 4,200 Ohio; 3,194; 
Indiana, 16,057; Wisconsin, 11,696; 
Iowa, 8,566 ; Kansas, 3,420. The Lon- 
don (England) Yearly Meeting has 14,.- 
199 members. There are 2,935 in Dub- 
lin, a few on the Continent, and two or 
three hundred in Australia. 

Roman Cuurcn Japan.—It was 
founded at Nagasaki, in the middle of 
the sixteenth century, by Saint Francis 
Xavier, and, after flourishing a hun- 
dred years was broken up by the govern- 
ment. In 1865, to the astonishment of 
the Catholic missionary, “ there came 
to make themselves known to us in the 
church of Nagasaki a small number of 
Japanese descendants of the martyrs, 
children of the Church which had been 
so divinely preserved. These Christians, 
who formed several families, still held 
the true faith. They had the sacra- 
ment of baptism and many Catholic 
practices and especially a genuine de- 
votion to our Blessed Lady.” At that 
date, says the Vicar-Apostolic, there 
were but few Catholics in the whole em- 
pire. Now they number as many as 
fifteen thousand. 

JEWS IN JERUSALEM.—Quite a town 
is springing up outside the north and 
west walls of the city of Jerusalem. 
Some wealthy Jews are building fine 
houses with gardens for themselves, 
One rich man from London has built 
houses for one hundred and fifty families 
of poor Jews. A number of houses are 
nearly completed, built by a company.” 

ANTONELLI’s Successors.—It is offi- 
cially announced that Cardinal Simeoni, 
pro-Apostolic Nuncio of Madrid, suc- 
ceeds Cardinal Antonelli as Pontifical 
Secretary of State. Some years ago 
Simeoni came under the favorable no- 
tice of Pius [X., through being employed 
at the Vatican in drawing up Latin let- 
ters and briefs. He has since filled an 
important diplomatic post, with satisfac- 
tion to His Holiness, and he was a pro- 
tége of Cardinal Franchi, who would 
probably have succeeded Antonelli had 
he not, as is generally thought, other 
views than that of terminatiny his ca 
reer as Pontifical Secretary of State. 

Irems.—Rev. Dr. Luther Lee,now over 
eighty years old, at the recent session of 
the Detroit District (Methodist) Confer. 
ence read an able paper on “ The Con- 
servators of the Divine Character.” 
The Rev. Charles P. McCarthy, who 
some time ago created a sensation in the 
Bleecker Street Universalist church, 
New York, by declaring that the de- 
nomination was tainted with infidelity, 
has organized what he calls an Orthodox 
Universalist church.——Cardinal Man- 
ning’s solicitor has run away with $150,- 
000, which he held as trustee for Cath- 
olic charities and associations. The Car- 
dinal himself loses $40,000._——The Bis- 
hop of Durham, who opposed the restor- 
ation of the Durham Cathedral, refused 
to be present at the reopening. The 
work, which has been very costly, was 
begun in 1870. Inthe restoration of 
old churches and the building of new 
ones English Churchmen have spent an 
average of nearly $4,000,000 per annum 


for the last forty years.

got, to the rocky shore of New En- 
gland; had William Penn taken off 
his hat to the Duke of York—would 
thy present self have been known to 
thyself? couldst thou have seen its 
features in a mirror? 

Nay, verily! Thou art made up of 
all that has preceded thee; and thus 
was thy being predestined. And be- 
cause it is thus in the inward spirit, it 
is so in the outward world. Our very 
shawls bear ornaments found in Egyp- 
tian catacombs, and our sofas rest on 
the mysterious Sphinx; Caryatides, 
which upheld the roof of Diana’s an- 
cient temple, stand with the same quiet 
and eraceful majesty to sustain the 
lighter burdens of our candelabra and 
lamps; and the water of modern wells 
flows into vases whose beautiful forms 
were dug from the lava of long-buried 
Herculaneum. 

Truth is immortal. No fragment of 
it ever dies. From time to time the 
body dies off; but it rises in a more 
perfect form, leaving its grave-clothes 
behind it, to be, perchance, worshiped 
as living things by those who love to 
watch among the tombs.

Sour Milk. 


We do not propose to deal with the 
article which is apt to figure as a de- 
duction frem the semi-monthbly returns of 
the milk farmer. We do not treat of 
the commercial article of milk, but of the 
moral article known a8 “the milk of 
human kindness.” Sweet, it is one of 
the most acceptable products of the hu- 
man heart; sour, it is the most detest- 
able of moral beverages. And the mar- 
ket abounds with the sour milk of hu- 
man kindness to an extent that certainly 
claims the attention of a moral guide 
and instructor such as the Litchfield En- 
quirer claims to be. 


Indeed, curdled affection is the poison- 
ed product of the noblest hearts. Calm, 
self-poised people, who always love wise- 
ly and never too well, seldom feel the 
sting of ingratitude or the bitterness of 
unrequited affection so sharply as to em- 
bitter them against their kind. It is the 
over-generous, over-confiding, over-affec- 
Aionate natures that sour into misanthro- 
py. Constant disappointments in their 
relations of trust and affection engender 
bitternesses, suspicions, and hatreds that 
often work an entire and most lament- 
able transformation of character. 


Few natures are strong and sweet 
enough to bear the failure to attain the 
objects of their life’s ambition without 
becoming more or less soured. Finan- 
cial failureis hard; but it is social failure 
that bears hardest on the moral nature. 
It isa very fine man and a miracle of a wo- 
man that can bear a fall in the social scale 
without repining to the very last. Yet 
how full of social as well as financial re- 
verses is American life? Hence it hap- 
pens that the pleasantest people we usu- 
ally meet are the people that are success- 
ful. ‘They carry about no sour milk in 
thetr hearts; but there is a certain un- 
pleasant taint of arrogance that is almost 
assure a sign of success as the bitter 
tone is of unsuccess; so that, after all, 
the pleasantest people in the world are 
those who have failed but are not soured 
by failure. Unfortunately, there are not 
many of them. 

There is a great deal of milk soured 
in the human heart from a lack of frank 
dealing. Next to an honest liking, an 


honest disliking is the best thing in this 


world. Unrequited affection kills no- 
body! Let aman frankly ask a woman 
to become his wife, and a frank refusal 
does not hurt him permanently. There 
is mutual respect forever after. but let 
her dally with his affection, never hon- 
orably reject nor honorably accept it, and 
he learns not only to hate her, but the 
whole sex she represents. So, too, the 
broken hearts are mostly women’s sick 
with hope deferred, and with waiting for 
a happiness forever postponed by cir- 
cumstances they have no power to con- 
trol. 

Sometimes the gospel of forgiveness is 
awfully preverted. Open malice is hard- 
ly as hateful as the malignant forgive- 
ness that unforgiving natures try to palm 
off on friends and enemies, and perhaps 
on themselves, as a geuuine article. 
They offer their estranged brethren sour 
milk for sweet, and then wonder and 
iament because it is not gratefully accep- 
ted. 
perpetuate differences by insisting on 


their premature settlement, unaware of 


the fact that there is nothing that makes 
a quarrel so bitter as imperfect reconcil- 
iation. Fractured friendships, like frac- 
tured bones, need a certain delay before 
they can knit together again. 

The work of cleansing the heart of its 
soured affections is one of the first and 
hardest of our moral duties. Uncleans- 
ed, like a tainted vessel, it sours every- 
thing that is poured into it. It would 
be a marvel if any one lived long in this 
world without bestowing some kind feel- 
ing on those who cannot return it. It is 
a mistake that is peculiarly bard to bear, 
but it often happens without serious 
fault on either side. The sound heart 
recognizes its mistake, and never allows 
the annoyances of incompatibility to ran- 
kle into hatred. Time and absence are 
also wonderful physicians in this, as 
in other troubles. That is a very fiery 
hatred which, without the addition of 
new fuel, will not soon burn out. The 
worst cases are those of incompatible 
tempers living in forced companionship. 
Itisa blunder that amounts to a sin, that 
keeps up such companionships when 
they can by any possibility be avoided .

Alcohol as Medicine, 


The annual meeting of the governors 


|of the London Temperance Hospital 


was held in May last. The report show- 
ed that during the past year 123 in-pa- 
tients and 1164 out-patients had been 
treated, and daring that time the medi- 
cal staff, who regarded the question 
from a strictly professional point of 
view, had seen no reason to administer 


alcohol in any form or degree; and the 


rate of mortality continued so low as 
further to confirm all other evidences of 
the wisdom of the non-alcoholic treat- 
ment. The building and extension fund 
amounted to £10,119 (which has since 
been supplemented by the proceeds of a 
National Temperance Bazar, held in 
Exeter Hall, by £5000). In most hos- 
pital accounts the brewer and confreres 
figure largely, but happily these items 
were conspicuous by their absence. The 
receipts for the year amounted to £1830 
8s. 10d., the expenditure leaving a bal- 
ance in hand of £176 lis. At a fur- 
ther meeting, presided over by Rear- 
Admiral Sir Wm. King Hall, K.C.B., 
Dr. Edmunds stated that out of the 
8500 cases which had come into the 
hospital, there was not one, so far as he 
knew, in which the patients would have 
been anything but the worse for the use 
of alcohol in addition to the treatment 
they had given them.
